A 
third gallery, which encircles tho hall, bos a 
width of .1 feet, Gen. Meigs says ho has esti- 
mated that SO,WO jwoplc can find standing 
room in this great space. St. Peter's church, 
P.oir.c, which is the largest structure in tho 
world, will, in the same way, hold 5-1,000 
people, while the Milan cathedral will accom- 
modatu:;7,000; St. Paul's, Rome, 32,000, nnd 
St. Paul's, London, 2.1,000. Gen. Meigsi says 
ho bos no doubt that tho principal portion of 
l.lit! inrttigiira-ion exercises will in the future 
lie hcM in this hall, as well as public funerals 
and oilier exercises which attract l:irgu 
gathering.s oC the iXMjjlu.— Washington Star.

A tvomnn Murderer Suffers tho Extrem- 


ity of tlio Law—MM. Drnso Pays tho 
Penalty of Kidding Hcrnclt or Dor 
Hus- 


band and Goes Shrieking Before tlio 
Great Court of Appear. 


HERKnimi, N. Y., March L—Tho morr.- 


ing of tho day fixed for tho execution of 
Mrs. Iloxalana Druso, for tho murder of her 
husband, dawned bright, cloar^cd vary 
cold. Tho condemned woman ^rept littlo 
during tho night. She did not retire until 


midnight and thor. 
sho refused to undress, 
saying it was hardly 
worth whilo, as she 
expected to get little 
sloop. Whou sho did 
sleep her mutterings 
indicated acuto men- 
tal torture. At short 
intervals during tho 
balance of tho night 
Mrs, Druso w o u 1 d 
jump up and norv- 


.vA imusE. on sly resume licv 


writing. Sho wrote letters to her friends 
and appeared to find roliof in. tho occupation. 
Some llowery accompanying a letter from 
her daughter, who is confined in tho Syra- 
cuse 
penitentiary for 
life, which wore 


brought to hoi- Sunday night, SDomed to af- 
foct her deeply. She wrote a touching noto 
to her in reply. At times sho wopt quietly, 
particularly 
when 
writing 
to 
Mary 


Druse. 
Hoi- bearing, bowover, as a whplo 


was resolute, and her resignation to tho in- 
ovitablo appeared to increase as tho night 
wore on. Her fear ot approaching death 
was, 
nevertheless, mado apparent by occa- 


sional exclamations of despair. At times 
during the night tho -watchers thought tho 
unfortunate woman bad found relief in sloop, 
but they were generally mistaken, and thus 
tho night wore on and tho miserable woman 
at break of day "was still making a vain ef- 
fort to obtain a littlo rest. At last, iJmling 
it impossible to sleep, eho aroso, bathed her 
face, and began malting preparations for tho 
ordeal through which sho wus soon to pass. 


Within the jail preparations for tho hang- 


ing had been fully completed, and everything 
possible had boon done toward a successful 
consummation of tho decroo of the law. 
There wore very few persons in town when 
tho day broke, but at an early hour teams, 
drawing all sorts of conveyances, began corn- 
ng in, notwithstanding tho bad conditiou of 
tho roads und low thermometer. Tho pooplo 
for the most part, especially the women, 
scorned to deeply sympathize with tho con- 
demned woman. 


After dressing herself in a most careful 


manner, putting on a b'.acl: cashmere dross, 
tho murderess sat down to breakfast, but 
could not eat any of tho food. 
Sho was 


then joined by tho Rev. Dr. Powell,her spirit- 
ual advisor, who prayed with her, und in 
every way tried to comfort her. Ho seemed 
to have great iniluLMico over her, and at 
times sho seemed much composol. 
Several 


hymns were sung which sho joined with ad- 
paront fervor, and her voice could be hoard 
strong and clear. Tho morning was spoilt 
in praying, writing and singing, with now 
and then hysterical periods on tho part oil 
tho condemned. 


At about ll:15a. m. tho jurors, deputicsand 


other persons appointed to witness tho exe- 
cution worn led up-slairs to tbo cell of the 
condemned woman by Deputy Sheriff Man- 
r.ion. Tho llov. Mr. Powell, H. D. Luce, 
Mrs. Druso's counsel, and 
Superintendent 


Terry, of the Ononduga penitentiary, wore 
also present. The death warrant was road 
to Mrs, Druso in her coll by Shori.t Cook. 
Dr. Suitor, who worked up the medical legal 
evidence against Mrs. Druse, then entered the 
cell and took her pulse, which was beating 
at SO, having come down from 100 in forty 
minutes. 


Mrs, Druso then broko down almost com- 


pletely, and it was feared that sho would 
have to bo carried to tho gallows. Sho, how- 
over, after having received sonio encourage- 
ment from Dr.. Powell, recovered her com- 
posure, and tho procession to the scaffold 
was formed. 
Sheriff Cook led tho way, fol- 


lowed by the prisoner, loaning heavily on tho 
arm of Rev. Dr. Powell. Her face was 


Hushed, but no tears were shod, al- 


Lhough an- oxprossion oC utter hopelessness 
and resignation—ovon despair—was plainly 
visible. Upsn reaching tho fatal spot, .Mrs. 
Druse stopped to tlio middle of tho board 
platform, built upon tho ground, and knelt 
\vhilo Dr, Powell offered up prayer, lasting 
about two minutes. Happoniag to cast her 
eyes upward, sho caught sight of tho dangling 
nooso, which sho had not noUced before, and 
a convulsive tremor shook her slight frame. 
She also sobbed gently at intervals, 


At tho end of the prayer both prisoner and 


clergyman arose, -when Dr. Powell, grasping 
her hand, bade her good-byo and stepped 
outsido of tho enclosure, so as not to wit- 
ness tho hanging. Previous to this, how- 
ovor, 
Mrs. 
Druso 
loaned 
over 
anil 


whispered to Mr. Powell a request that he 
thank her friends who had labored so long 
and faithfully in bar behalf. 
Mrs. Drnso 


still held in her hand tho bouquet which her 
daughter had sent her. This sho gave to tho 
doctor, 
Tho executioner then stopped for- 


ward and pinioned her arms and logs to- 
gether. Tho nooso was adjusted and tho 
black cap drawn down over hor f aco. 


At this point tho prisoner again showed 


signs of collapse, and began to scream and 
shriek at the top of her voice in a hysterical 
manner, but tho drop of the 21U pounds 
weight choked her cries in hor throat, and 
tho body of tho murderess, whoso awful 
crime has shocked tho ontiro country, was 
sent flyiug upivard about four feet, shooting 
forward to tho right and settling back to 
ivithin a toot and a half of tho platform. 


Tho drop fell at ll:4f>, life was pronounced 


extinct at 12:03, and the body was lowered 
to the stretcher at 12:W, according to tho 
watch of tho representative of tho Unitod 
Press. A neat rosewood coffin was brought 


When tbo black cap was drawn back it 


was found that death has resulted from as- 
phyxia. The nock and lower portions of the 
iaco were much discolored a-jd the rope 
marlcs \voro plainly visible. Tho iiooso had 
cut a bunch of flowers and some lace sho had 
worn at her neck and forced them into tho 
flosh. Tho body was at onco put into tho 
coEln and turned over to Dr. Powell. 


STOHY or THE cnotE. 


Tho Druse family consisted of Mr. William 


Druse, a farmer of moderate moans, his 
wife, Boxolana, hor daughter, a son named 
Georgo, and a nephow named Frank Gates. 
Mr. and Mrs. Druse 'had not roomed together 
for ton years, and their married life for that 
timo had been very unhappy. Doc. IS Druso 
asked tho boy Gates to got up and build tho 
lire, which ho did, Mrs. Druso and hor 
daughter arising at tho samo tirao. 
After 


breakfast Mrs. Druse sent George, her son, 
out of tho house, and then calling tho nophow 
handed him u revolver and told him to shoot 
Druso or sho would shoot him. -Thoy'boy 
then flrod at Druso, apd tho woman, sr.atch- 
ing the pistol from him, fired at her'husband 
uutil it was empty. Sho then took an ax 
and pounded him over tho head, aJtorwnrd 
decapitating tbo body. Xho boy and Georgo 
Druse- wore then compelled to build a largo 
iiro in both stoves and were sot on watxjh at 
the windows whilo tho body was beiup; 
burned. Tho flesh, after being bolVbd and 
burned off tho bones, was given to tho hogs. 
The boy stated that tho next morning all ho 
saw of Drxise's body was a largo borjo, and 
ovon that was eventually placed in the stova 
by tho daughter Mary. Tho ashes and low 
remains woro then put into a bag and a tin 
box and thrown into a neighboring swamp, 
the ax and pistol boing consigned to a pond, 
whore they woro afterward found. 


On Sunday morning lost Mrs. Druso was 


permitted to have an interview with Eov. 
Dr. Powell, at which sho mado a confession, 
which sho declared was the truth on tbo 
honor of a woman standing on the brink of 
tho grave. She said that some timo betoro 
tho murder one Charles Gates spoke to- bor 
about killing hor husband, and loaded a re- 
volver for her, having first ascertained if she 
could use it. Ho called on her again the 
night boforo tho crime was committed und 
told her to hurry up and ho would stand by 
her. At tho quarrel on tho morning ot DM. 
1$ her husband, sho said, raised an axo to 
strike hor, but she ran away and got tho pis- 
tol. Whon sho returned Druso was swearing 
fearfully about tho breakfast, and sho shot 
him 
onco. 
Gates was at 
tho window 


ut the timo and ho did tho rose of tho 
shooting, and disposed of tho head after she 
h.'id cut it on'. When Gates came Cor tho 
head ho told her sho had done nobiy. The 
body was cut up and boiled and then burned.

penitontiaYy for lifo foi- bor participation in 
tho crimo, and on Monday morning lost Mrs. • 
Druso mado an affidavit entirely exonerating 
bor dau£htor Mary of any participation in 
tho crimo. An appeal Tvill at onco bo mado 
to tho governor on bohalf ol tlio daughter. If 
it should transpire that nowevidonce tending 
to conflrm this affldarit be found, tho gov- 
ernor will probably allow tbe caso to be ro- 
oponed. Tho affidavit was drawn up at Mr?. 
Druse's request bj H. P. Wltherstino, a no- 
tary public, and is as follows: 


In my last moments I solemnly swear and 


affirm that my daughter Mary had nothing 
ivhatovor to do witn tha killing of hor fatbor 
or tbo disposition of his body. Sho is en- 
tirely innocent.

Another Similar Cuxo. 


ALI^A^•Y, N. Y., March 1.—It is not un- 


likely that Governor Hill will in a short timo 
havo another application to dispose o£ in tha 
cose of a woman convicted of murder in the 
lirst ilesree. Mary Wileman was convicted 
in Cutaragus county in March, ]SSO, oC tbo 
crimo of murder in tho first degrco in'.Imvini; 
caused tho death of her husbaud by admin- 
istering poison by moans of a pumpkin pic, 
which sho hail specially prepared for him. 
Tho motives allegod were: To got an insur- 
ance of $1,GUO on tlio lifa of her husband 
which was payablo to hor, and to get rid of 
him on account oC tor fondness for another 
man. The caso as proved showed tho utmost 
deliberation—in fact, from tho very nature 
o£ tho crime, it could harjly havo bco:i 
otherwise than a, willful murder.

went into violent hysterics whoa sho bocanio 
awaro Monday tliat her mother was dead. 
She was finally put to sloop by tho free uso 
of morphia. She has caton hardly anything 
for a wook, and slept very little. Bbo de- 
clared that she did not want to livo iC hor 
'mother died. Is Is tho bolief among tho jail 
ofllcors that sho trlod to malco hor own caso 
out as bad as possiblo in too hopo of saving 
hor mother from some of tho blame. She 
was told that her mothor had exculpated 
her, but sho seemed wholly indifferent to this 
and repeated her assertion that sho had no 
wish to livo now. It is thought hero that 
sho will bo pardoned.

SECTION' 1. In consifleration 
oC th 


benefits that will result to the city o 
Janesville from tho erection and opera 
tion of water works in said city, there i 
hereby granted unto the firm of Turne 
Clark & Bawson, of Boston, in the Stat 
cf ;Mafsaohnsetts, their successors c 
assigns, who are hereafter known an 
designated as the grantors, and privileg 
ot establishing, maintaining and opera 
ing water works in said city, for tho fur 
nishing of a pure and abundant suppl 
of water for domestic and manura^turin 
purposes, for a period of twenty year 
from, the date and passage ot this ord 
nance; the said city of Janesvillo reserv

Rocky Heights. Treeless Mountains and 


Adobe Sctllemcntsfc-A ZunI Yillnjrc. 


There is no occasion to dcscribo in detail 


llio scenery along a route wlucb is traveled 
by hundreds daily, and which has often been 
portrayed by abler pens than mine. It iras 
fill very new and strange- to our eostcm eyes. 
In Colorado "we satv a rocky height sur- 
mounted by a great castle, at least this 
illusion seemed almost perfect Clirobins 
Eaton pass was liko visiting another planet, 
all was so novel. 
Then followed in swift 


succession strange looking, treeless moun- 
tains. Mexican settlements with their adobo 
Louses, as wa descended into wjue grassy 
plains called "vegas.:K At the point where- 
the road passes near the Arkansas river tho 
catlld secro innumerable. Yost herds were 
cropping the "bunch grass^ on every side un- 
til tho animate became mere dots in the dis- 
tance. The genuine cowboy was to be seen 
at the stations and his revolver was conspicu- 
ous.Far to the right wo caught glimpses of 
Pile's Peal;, and further on still was a vast 
range of snowy rnoiintains, which in tbo dis- 
tance gave a vivid impression of aniarblo 
city. Again, tbo marvelous volcanic forma- 
tions of roc!:, red as blood, would approach 
near our line of travel. In a ebeer precipice 
o£ great height, stretching beyond tbc rango 
of vision, we saw tbo Palisades of tho Hud- 
son; tben ail enormous fort with its bastions • 
would appear; next a brick warehouse tbat 
might shelter tbc merchandise of a state. At 
one time wo all exclaimed at I bo illcsion of a 
grand cathedral, with its Gothic entrance 
and buttressed walls. 


My chief regret was that we bad to pass in 


tbcnigbtso much tbat was as unfamiliar as 
it it belonged to another planet Tbe desire 
to leave tbo train at some points and examine 
at leisure various objects of interest was al- 
most irresistible. It was fairly exasperating 
to be whirled by a Zuni Indian village, for 
tho wish to see- one's self ibe strange homes 
and stranger lifo within them was strong in- 
deed. Canyon Diablo has been well termed 
"that hideous crack in the face of tbo world." 
It is a tbiug to corce liock to one again in a 
nightmare. Indeed for a long time tbo wbola . 
visage of nature had borne tbo imprint of 
spent, yet fiery, passion, tbc terrible traces of 
which Id/idly time can never remove. It was 
pleasant, indeed, after leaving tbo infernal 
looking canyon far behind to enter tbo fino 
forests near Flagstaff; to see the young moon 
creating tbe familiarligbtsand shadows upon 
the snow, and, above nil, to catcb tbe bomo
